(ii) one or more sequences derived from RSV, PIV, New Castle Disease virus, 
Sendai virus, Infectious Laryngo tracheitis virus or influenza.. 

41 . (New) The chimeric parainfluenza virus of claim 37, 38, 39 or 40, wherein the one or more 
sequences are derived from RSV, PIV, or influenza. 

42. (New) The chimeric parainfluenza virus of claim 37, 38, 39 or 40, wherein the one or more 
sequences are derived from human RSV, human PIV, or human influenza. 

43 . (New The chimeric parainfluenza virus of claim 37, 38, 39 or 40, wherein the one or more 
sequences are derived from both human RSV and human PIV. 

44. (New) The chimeric parainfluenza virus of claim 37, 38, 39 or 40, wherein the one or more 
sequences are the F and HN gene sequences of human PIV type 3 . 

45. (New) The chimeric parainfluenza virus of claim 37, 38, 39 or 40, wherein the one or more 
sequences are the F and HN gene sequences of human RSV. 

Claims 26, 36-45 are allowed.
